But of all parts of 
his costume the boots are emphat- 
ically the most wonderful. It isin 
boots that the-instinctive dandyism 
lying at the bottom of a savage’s 
nature crops out unmistakably.

—jacks, Bluchers, or raw hides— 
an Indian is complacently and out- 
rageously exultant. The cowboy 
is discriminating and fastidious;

I am 
not traveled enough to say what 
the mode is everywhere among the 
drivers of cattle, but in Texas they 
really surpass the most ambitious 
conceptions of the modern Beau 
Brummel in the matter of leather 
and prunella. There the cowboy 
sets himself out like the jay in the 
fable, with as small and narrow 
and high-heeled a boot as ever the 
cavaliers who followed Rupert 
could boast, so small and so tightly 
pinching that it is only donned and 
eudared on certain solemn occa- 
sions.

The battle was of a kind that 
description, and the crowd was wildl 
excited. © twenty-first round too 
one hour and twenty-three minutes, 
Although McAuliffe had a sbade the 
best of it at that time seemingly, yet 
the Carney men were jubilant 
Betting was then in favor of Mo- 
Auliff two to one. So far Carney’s 
tactics were in accordance with his ex- 
+ here intentions, to worry and tire 
cAuliffe aod murder him in the 
ring. McAuliffe forced the fighting, 
but so little punishment did he do to 
Jim that the friends of the latier as- 
sorted that he was sure to win. Car- 
ney’s expressed detertaination was to 
make the battle a long, desperate and 
marderous onslaught. @ craried 
out his intentions, for in the ferty- 
fifth round it was seen that his tactics 
were bound to be successful in spite 
of the spleadid staying powers of Mc- 
Auliffe. The Brooklyn boy was full 
of pluck and stood up to the English- 
man in shape 4s long as he had 
enough life in bim to bold up his 
hands or stand on his feet. At the end 
of that round it was seen that it was 
only a question of time, and that Car- 
ney was ~ ged the winner. At 4:30 
Carney and McAulifie had fought 50 
rounds. The filty-fourth was desper- 
ately aa and both men were 
strong. hey were able to fight 
two hours more. The betting 
changed with every round, but 
as a rule Carney was the 
favorite at small odds. At the seventy- 
fourth round Carney knocked McAul- 
iffe down and the spectators immedi- 
ately broke into the ring and knocked 
down the stakesand ropes. A scrim- 
mage ensued, and the referee declared 
the battle a draw. The fight lasted 
ſour hours and fifty-five minutes, Af- 
ter some heavy exchanges the men 
clincbed and both fell to the floor 
with Carney on top. The friends of 
both parties rushed into the ring, 
claiming the fight for either man and 
everybody claiming foul. When thé 
referee could be heard he deciared that 
as this was a fight to a finish and 
neither man bad been knocked out he 
could not do otherwise than to post- 
pone the fight to another time.

the mountains. This, they say, is 
probably owing to the mildness of 
the climate, and a green forage all 
the year round, if needed—that 
keeps a colt growing right along. 
These are, no doubt, good reasons; 
but possibly they do not embrace 
allof them. Has it ever been suf- 
ficiently considered whether the 
feeding of alfalfa (lucerne) green 
and dry may not bave somethin 
to do with the rapid growth an 
size attained at an early age? We 
know there are no better pastures 
iu the world for putting on fat and 
flesh than those of Kentucky, 
where blue grass abounds, sup- 
ported by timothy and clover, red 
and white; and we know, too, that 
in spite of these advantages, Ken- 
tucky bred stock is losing in size 
and weight every year—however 
it m: 128 in quality. And the 
same is to a certain extent true of 
the bluegrass, timothy and clover 
pastures ot the entire bluegrass 
region west of the Alleghanies and 
north of the Ohio river. In view 
of these several facts, will it not be 
worth while to try experiments 
with alfalfa and learn by actual 
trial whether it may not do for 
Eastern stock what is has done for 
that of the Pacific Slope—given it 
the lead in fast and fine horses, 
with other kinds of stock to be 
heard from later on? 

Interesting Import Figures. 

The following is extracted from 
the report on Wool and Manufac- 
turers of Wool just issued by the 
Treasury Department: Turkey 
and Russia have been important 
sources of direct supply, but the 
Argentine Republic is aow, next 
to Great Britain, our source of 
supply, followed by Australia. 
Our imports of wool rose from 
1,715,699 pounds in 1882, to 114,038, 
030 pounds in 1887. The increase 
of wool imports has about kept 
pace with the growth of our wool 


3 both having about 
oubled since 1860. From 1864 to 
1868, 161,000,000 pounds were pro- 
duced. and 43,000,000 imported; 
from 1874 to 1878, 198,000,000 were 
produced and 45, 000, 000 imported; 
from 1882 to 1886, 297,000,000 were 
produced and 42 000,000 imported. 

From 1822 to 1881 the annual im- 
ports of wool in the manufactures 
averaged over $9,000,000 in value, 
or more than 71 cents per capita: 
while from 1832 to 1841 they 
reached over $14,000,000, or 84 cents 
per capita. The value of our 
woolen product in 1850 was $25,- 
000,000, and of our imports 819, 
000,000, both together being about 
$1 95 per capita of our population. 
In 1860, $39,000,000 in value were 
produced, and $43,000,000 imported, 
together being about $2 61. In 
1870 the product reached $110,000,- 
000 and the importations $35,000,- 
000, being $3 78 per capita. In 
1880 the 9 had grown to 
$164.000,000, and the imports were 
valued at $31,000,000, being $3 91 
per capita, 


How Much Wool do We Grow? 

This has apparently been an in- 
determinable matter, as estimates 
differ in regard to it so widely. 
Last year, for instances, the De- 
partment of Agriculture made the 


production of that year 285,000,000 

unds while James Lynch placed 

t at 322,300,000 pounds, And now 
the Bureau of Statistics of the 
Treasury Department in its “Wool 
and Manufacturers of Wool,” claims 
that the Department of Agricul- 
ture on an avera.e places its — 
15 per cent below the actual pro- 
duct. If this were true of last 
year’s figures it would figure up 
over 5,000,000 pounds above Mr. 
Lynch’s total. What is the truth 
about all this, and how is it to be 
ascertained. 


Curtis mentions the following 
item in the Country Gentleman 
worth remembering: A pig does 
not perspire like a horse, and on 
this account it should never be 
driven fast or chased by dogs. It 
only takes a little hurrying to get 
a pig very much heated, and often 
fatal results will follow. If an 
over-heated pig is exposed to the 
cold, it will cool to suddenly, and 
be likely to have a turn of conges- 
tion in some vital part. They will 
often worry each other to a degree 
that is dangerous from over-heat- 
ing. In het weather I have saved 
a hog which was fleshy from dy- 
ing when overheated (by others 
chasing and fighting it), by hauling 
it to a cool place and throwing wa- 
ter on it.
